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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections ■ 35 USC § 102 

1 The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1 , 4 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by 
Koenig, USPN 4,590,470. 

With regard to claims 1 and 6, Koenig discloses an apparatus for validating the 
presence of an authorized consumable of a device (column 1 lines 7-9), the 
consumable having a first authentication integrated circuit that is configured to store a 
secret key Ka (fig 2 g), and state information on the consumable (power from the 
computer, column 3 lines 32-38) the apparatus including a second integrated circuit 
which stores a public key Kt (fig 2 f, column 4 lines 16-21) and is configured to hold a 
random number function which returns random number R (signal generator 10), the 
second integrated circuit being configured to apply a function F[R] to return FKt[R], 
based on the public key Kt (fig 2 step 111), and the first integrated circuit being 
configured to apply a function D[FKt[R]] to return DKa[FKt[R]] based on the secret key 
Ka (fig 2 step 112), and a control system which is configured to request FKt[R] from the 
second integrated circuit, to request DKa[FKt[R]] from the first integrated circuit to 
obtain Ra, and to compare R returned by the second integrated circuit with Ra returned 
by the first integrated circuit (fig 2 comparison). 
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With regard to claim 3, Koenig discloses advancing R to the next in a sequence 
(column 4 lines 16-21). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Koenig. 
With regard to claim 4, Koenig discloses the validating method of claim 1, as 

outlined above, but does not teach how the random number is generated. The examiner 
took official notice that a LFSR is a known way to generate random numbers, and 
applicant did not traverse the official notice. The official notice is taken to be admitted 
prior art because applicant failed to traverse the examiner's assertion of official notice 
(MPEP 2144.03). It would have been obvious for one of ordinary skill in the art to use a 
LFSR to generate the random number of Koenig to generate the number quickly.
